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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejection of claims 1 and 4 unders 35 USC 112, second, 
double patenting rejection over 11907020. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection under 35 USC 112, first paragraph is 
maintained because a porous body is not necessarily permeable since a body may have closed porosity and therefor not be permeable. 
Furthermore, the disclosure lacks support for CERAMICS that are porous and permeable. The disclosure only has support for porous 
boron nitride setters. With respect to example 9 having support for 30% porosity, punched holes are not considered to be equivalent to 
porosity. One of ordinary skill would not consider a punched hole through a plate as being porosity or consisting of pores. Furthermore, the 
examples 10-17 of the instant specification that are the only examples that use BN sheets as setters fail to disclose any porosity let alone a 
degree of porosity, see page 1 7, lines 3-5. In samples 1 0-1 7 the BN setters are sintered at 1 800C which is sufficiently high enough to 
produce dense BN bodies. Nakashima et al (5,334,339) and Hagio et al (5,063,184) are cited as evidence for processes where sintering at 
temperatures of 1800 C and below produced dense BN bodies. The declaration filed 4-1 1-08 fails to define what is considered porous or 
dense. Furthermore, page 7, lines 15-18 of applicants arguments applicants admit JP 265,873 and Enloe patents teach porous BN 
setters, Even examples 33-35 in the declaration which exemplify Harris (as argued by applicant) produces increments of warp below that 
claimed, see declaration where the increment of warp for examples 33-35 range from 1.0-1.2x1 0-2. . 
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
